The causes that have led Sheikh Mnbarak 
ibn Sabah to hoist the Ottoman flsg over his 
capital are obscare at present, bat we are 
inclined to think that the Porte, by resorting 
to something like a commercial boycott, has 
injared the trade of the port to such an extent 
that its inhabitants have compelled their ruler 
tc accept a Tarkish: protectorate. The port 
lies at the janction of two trade rontes, the 
land route from Basra and Mesched Ali and 
the caravan road from the Nejd to the Persian 
Galf. The first of these lines is entirely onder 
Ottoman control, and if the news that 
the Nejd has been occupied, in part at 
least, by troops coming from Bagdad and 
Basra, is accurate, it will be readily under- 
stood that its trade with Kowe't can be 
checked or diverted by an energetic com- 
mandant. For some time past the Anglo- 
Indian Government exercised a veiled pro- 
tectorate over Koweit. Its chief recaived a 
sabvention, a British resident watched the 
politics of the Nejd and the Eaphrates valley, 
and British steamers called regalarly at the 
excellent harbour that was destined to be the 
terminus of the Bagdad railway. Mabarak Ibn 
Sabah attacked and defeated Ibn Rashid of 
Hail last winter, and the roamours of the 
Damascus bazaars ascribed his success to the 
presence of officers of the Indian Army! An 
attempt on the part of the Tarks to counter 
by means ofa military demonstration against 


Koweit drew the British East Indian Sqaadron - 


to the Persian Golf and the protests of the 
Ottoman Government passed by Lord Lans- 
downe unheeded, : 

What, then, is the cause of this volte face on 
the part of Mubarak? Has the new Govern- 
ment decided to abandon the policy of safe- 
guarding the independence of Koweit, in the 
hope of ayoiding frictign with the Oftemaa 
and, indirectly, the German Empire, whose 
publicists have long demanded the estabiihh- 
ment of a coaling depot atthe future tertiting 
of the grand trank line from Hamburg to the 
Persian Guf? Q¢ has Mabarak, exposed to 
constaut pressure from the land side,decided to 
follow the §altan rather than the Viosroy and 
to brave a naval demonstration | A few weeks 
will no doubt clear up the mystery bat if tha 
ne Ws of Sheikh Mabarak’s defec ion is trae, 
British diplomacy in the Persian Galf seems 
to have experienced a distinct reverse, Bat 
by whose hand is this reverse inflicted—by the 
supple fiogers of the Sublime Porte eyer ready, 
like Autalyoas, to snap up such ungonsiderad 
trifles as Dthala, Koweit, Taba, and Solum, 
or by the redoubtable mailed fist which ought 
really to replace the eagles as the emblem of 
the German Empire ? ;

In spite of the disturbed condition of Russia, 
the Bible Society's agent in St. Petersburg 
reports a girculation of over half-a-million 
copies of the Scriptures during 1905. This ia 
exclusive of alarge circalation in Siberia, of 
which complete statistics are not yet to hand. 
So far, the Bible Society’s workers and depots 
in the, Russian Bmpire have in no way suffered 
during the recent disturbances. The Society’s 
agent in Siberia writes from Ekaterinburg :

BAHR EL GHAZAL MUTINY ? 
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OFFICIAL DENIAL OF THB REPORT 


WAR OFFICE v. NEWSPAPER. 


Considerable interest baa been aroused by 
the reiteration of the War Office’s dementi as to 
a mutiny having recently broken out among the 
Sudsnese troops in the Bahr el Ghazal province 
in view of the categorical contradiction of the 
ne Office’s original dementi by the “Sudan 
Times” in its issue of the 5th inat. That news- 
paper is published under the aegisof the 
authorities at Khartoum, and the editor is so 
widely known and respected that no one will 
believe that he would wantonly contradict the 
War Office, especially in view of the extreme 

vity of the news, unless he had the beat 

agons for so doing and refused to allow such 
misrépresentations of facts to be officially set 
before the public. 

But in yesterday's issue we were authorised 
to announce the ba-elessness of our contempo- 
rary 6 statement, and it will be interesting to 
see whether the newspaper will stick to its 
gunsacd prove that its statements were true. 
The paragraph which has caused the trouble 
runs as follows :— 

A romour was current in Cairo last 
week that the Sudanese troops stationed 
at Bahr el-Ghazal had mnotinied, The 
following statement was, however, suppli- 
ed by the War Office :— 

"A soldier of the 10th Sadanese, while 
in a state of inebriety, discharged his rifle 
several times. A bnoilet hit the foot of an 
Eepees officer. The soldier was arrest- 
ed. 


The amonnt of inaccuracy in thea infor- 
mation of the War Office is striking. 
This apvlies to tha “Explosion” case as 
well as the above case in which ten soldiers 
were arrested and conveyed to Khartoum 
to be court-martialled. 


Yesterday we published the following 
démenti :— 

We understand that thera is no foundation 
for the report emanating from the “Sudan 
Times” that several soldiers had attacked 
their officers at one of the Bahr el-Ghaz:l 
stations. Apparently, the so-called mutiny was 
confined to a soldier, who, under the inflne1ce 
of drink, or tropical irritability, or both, fired 
at an Egyptian offiz3r, wounding him in the 
foot and afterwards committed snicide. 

The matter will not end here, for it is incre- 
dible that onr Khartoum contemrorary will 
tacitly allow this second contradictior of the 
mutiny to pass unchallenged, if it had, as we 
presome it must have had, ample grounds for 
believing its statements to be true at the time 
they were published. Moreover. it is strange 
that a newspaper pnblished at Khartoum could 
have been deceived in the matter, especially 
when it states as a fact that ten soldiers had 
been brought to Khartoom for a court-martial. 
The blandest official optimism cannot explain 
away ten mutinous soldiers asa single dravken 
one. Nor can the statements in the newspaper 
ba glozed over asdue to a misprint or auy 
sueh-like excuse, for they are reproduced in the 
Anbic portion of the same issue. 

An explanation of the discrepancy between 
the official and newpaper versions of the mu- 
tiny will be awaited with considerable interest. 
Meanwhile both sides have our sympathy. We 
would refase for a moment to believe any 
insinuations to the eftect that the War Office 
hss been guilty of minimising a somewhat 
serious affair in the interests of official expe- 
diency. On the other hand we cannot bring 
ourselves to believe that our excellent contem- 
porary could have deliberately exaggerated 
the dranken freak of s single Sudanese soldier, 
and have gone oat of its way to wilful'y con- 
tradict the War (ffice’s statement on the sub- 
ject. Official and journalistic amour propre is 
at stake, while the public is eagerly awaiting 
a olution of the riddle, especially since some 
other curious ram urs have been bruited about 
as to the origin of the Khartoum explosion.

PAUL KOCHANSKI’S. RECITAL. 


Through the kind efforts of the Comité des 
Fétes Cairo has been favoured with a violin 
recital by M. Panl Kochanski which will long 
remain in the memory. We have still in our 
minds the excellent impression left by Signor 
Serato’s playing, but there is no disloyalty in 
saying that M. Kochanski won the hearts of his 
audience within the first five minutes, of his 
appearance, and that every item on the pro- 
gramme was received with extraordinary en- 
thusiasm. M. Kochanski is still a very young 
man, bot his mastery of his instrument is 
wonderfa!, The delicacy of his touch and 
purity of tone are marvellous, but still more to 
be envied are his wondertal depth of expres- 
sion and brillianoy of execution. The first item 
of the programme, “Allegro du Concerto en Ré 
majeur” (Paganini) wes a good introdaction, 
but the Fantaisie from Faust by Wieniawski 
was & revelation, and gave him fall scope for 
his wonderful capabilities, and Chopin’s Noc- 
tarne with Sarasate’s rendering provided him 
with yet another opportunity of displaying his 
depth of feeling. Schumann’s Reverie he played 
with muted instrument, but in Sarasate’s “Za 
pateado” he once more took the hearts of his 
audience by storm by his marvellous technique 
and power of expression. . Unfortunately. time 
did not allow of our hearing the remainder of 
the programme, but we are greatly indebted to 
the Comité des Fétes for having introduced 
this most talented artist to our midst, and 
hope.we shall have many more opportunities 0. 
listening to him before the season draws to its 
close. Never hava we seen the concert-room 
at the Savoy so filled as it was on Tuesday 
afternoon, and never have we Feen 80 apprecia- 
tive an audience in Cairo. The Comité ces 
Fétes has onr haartiest congratulations on the 
aucogas of the last entertainment given by it. 


CYPRUS MAIL SERVICE. 


THE ISLAND ISOLATED. 


A PITIABLE STATE OF AFFAIRS. 


(From ouR CORRESPONDENT). 
Nicosia, March 5. 


Cypras has been deprived for some weeks of 
a regular mail service. Few here believed that 
soch a thing would be allowed actually to come 
to pass, and even when the blow fell the in- 
habitants refused to believe that this isolation 
would be other than of very short duration. 
Consterration has now given way to a feeling 
of bewilderment and reluctant resignation. 
Officials feel that one of the few advantages 
attaching to an appointment in Cyprus, namely, 
regular weekly communication with England, 
via. Egypt, has been withdrawn, while merchants 
and others whose business is with foreign parts 
are suffering by reason of the uncertainty 
and delay in correspondence and means of 
transport which the cessation of the mai| 
contract implies. The invariable testimony of 
impartial and competent persons who have 
from time to time visited the Island is that 
Cyprus possesses exceptional possibilities of 
development. There is an unvarying expression 
of opinion that with capital and proper means 
of transport this British dependency might 
again become what she formerly was, the 
gravary and the garden of the East, and within 
the last few years a good trade with Evypt and 
European countries has grown up. The isola- 
tion now imposed upon her can scarcely fail to 
check her powers of expansion and cause & 
most anfortanate shrinkage in her trade. It is 
earnestly to be hoped that a remedy for this 
pitiable state of things will soon be found. 


Stook Breeding. . 


The annual Kourban Beyram Cattle Show 
was held on February 6 at Nicosia under the 
auspices of the Cyprus Committee for the 
Improvement of Native Animals. Owing to the 
difficulty of obtaining the necessary fands, it 
has not been possible to have this show for 
two years past. Its revival, therefore, is a 
matter of congratulation, as much general 
interest is taken in it, and, if properly man- 
aged, good results shovld follow. This year the 
number of entries of all descriptions of animals 
(except horses under 13 hands 2 inches) was 
large, and a good proportion of the animals 
brought up to be judged were well bred, excel- 
lent animals. Particularly was this so in the 
case of the jack and she donkeys. Remark- 
ably fine they were: large, staunch animale, 
and evidently well cared for, and some diffi- 
culty was found in awarding the prizes. It ie, 
however, a matter of regret that the committee 
is not more definite io its aims, avd does not 
proceed on more systematic lines. For instance, 
the well-tried and eminently successfal plan 
followed, probably, by all other societie: of the 
kind, might well be adopted, viz: to keep 
stud and herd books for wh‘ch only such 
anima's would be elicible as might comply 
with the rnles and came up to the standard 
on which those books would be founded. As 
yet no official description appears to have been 
formulated for the general knowledge of breed. 
ers, laying down the type to which a native 
horse, cow, donkey, or other animal shoald 
conform. If, then, shows are to be of real bens- 
fit, a type or standard to which to breed 
must be sgreei npon. Breeders will then 
at least have a definite ideal before them, and 
jadges will be able to krow what they are 
about. The small number of divisions in the 
classes is due to want of funds, which prevents 
the committee from offering separate prizes for 
animals of varying ages and conditions. For 
instance, a class f:r “cows,” including heifers, 
is 80 comprehensive that to award a prize for 
the best “cow” without any reference whatever 
to her age, time of calving etc., is almost to 
defeat the ends the committees has in view, a 
fact which the committees itself would be the 
firat to admit. Owners of stock who are in 
sympathy with the aims of the committee 
should, therefore, be ready to support its 
funds, and, while it would be unfortanste to 
do anything that might tend to reduce the 
number of exhibitors. we cannot but think 
that with a view to increasing the prize fand, 
exhibitors should be willing to pay some rmall 
entry fee. Judging by the large numbers that 
attended the show, and the excellent list of 
entries, it may be fairly concluded that the 
work of the committee has “caught on,” and it 
is assuredly deserving of every encouragement. 
The mere holding of a show and the posses- 
sion of a few stud animals should not, however, 
be the ‘‘be all and end all” of such a society, 
and we look forward to seeing some progress 
made in the direction here indicated before 
next years show.

Sir Wm. Willcocks, K.C.M.G., has been 
visiting the Island, and made a toar of the 
greater part of it.

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AN IMPORTANT FIND. 
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PATHETIC JEWISH RBLIC. 
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TEMPLE OF ONIAS DISCOVERED. 


Profeszor Flinders Petrie writes to us as 
follows : — 

The work of the British S shool of Archeology 
during the wintsr has been in half-a-d«zen sites 
along the east of the Delta ; the most interest- 
ing of the results at Tell el Yehudiyeh has 
been the identification of the ruin of the 
Temple of Onias. It is well known how the 
troubles of the Jews under Antiochus had 
driven many of them to settle in the east of 
the Delta. As a new rallying point one of the 
family of the High Priests had built a temple 
which served as a substitute for that of Jeru- 
salem. Josephus states that this temple was at 
an old Egyptian towo, Leontopo'is, dedicated 
to Babastis ; and we found here a ehrine of a 
lion-headed goddess. He states that the place 
was full of materials for building ; and there 
was here an enormous stone ditch, which 
supplied material even to the present day. He 
states that the permission was given to the 
Jews to build here by Pto'’emy Philometor ; 
and we foond coins of that king on the temple 
site. He atates that the Jews built their 
temple here ; and we found a piece of an 
account for bricks supplied by aman named 
Abram. Hestates that the building was 60 
cubits high ; and we foond that the mound 
with roins on it mast originally have rieen to 
this height. The general opinion therefore 
that Tell el Yehndiyeb near Shibin el Kanater 
was the place of Ouias is thus made certain by 
oar Goding the precise locality which agrees in 
every respect with the requirements, 

This settlement of Onias was strongly forti- 
fied ; the town was about three or four acres 
in extent, and the temple site rose high above 
it on a platform about 70 feet over the plain, 
An outer and inner court lay in front of the 
temple, and the holy building was jast half 
ths siz of that of Solomon. It may be that 
Ezra’s temple was of this size, bot itis not 
recorded. The architecture was Corinthian 
with Syrian featares in the batt'ements. The 
walls were still standing twenty years ago, but 
the ravages of the sebakhin have now left only 
the foundations. Enough, however, can be 
traced to restore all the outlines and some.of 
the details. 

Daring the present weak I shall be at Tell 
e| Yehudiyeh (two miles from Shibin el Kanater) 
and shall ba glad to show the remains to any 
who may have an interest in this pathetic relic 
of the new Jerusalem in Egypt. 

The British School has also worked out a 
Hyksos cemetery, and what appsata to be a Hy- 
kso3 fortress here; and on other sites a granary 
town and a large cemetery in Goshen, and a 
new temple of Rameses in the land of Saccoth. 
We hope that British residents and visitors 
will give their interest and supporf to this 
School, which is condacting the most extensive 
work by English excavators in tbi3 country.

SUBSTANTIAL IM PROVEMENTS 
NOTED. 


The report of the Jadisial Adviser for 1905 
contains the usval review of the matters 
coming within the province of the Minist:y 
of Justice. In the folowing passage th» 
Adviser sums up the general sitnation of tho 
work of this Department at the present time : 

It is submitted that very substantial im- 
provements have been effected in judicial 
matters in the course of the last few years. 
The penal legislation has been extensive'y 
revised and very considerably improved, bo'h 
as to the sabstantive Jaw and the procedar’, 
especially as regards appeals and the exec:- 
tion of sentences. A considerable decentraliss- 
tion of justice, and far greater promptitude 
in the repression of crime, than heretofo:e 
prevailed, have been effected by the institu- 
tion of local Assize Courts, and of Mark: z 
Tribunals. Children’s Cuurts have been estab- 
lished in Cairo and Alexandria,—the only 
towns where, under present conditions, they 
were required—and have proved a decide! 
gaccess. The staff of judges aad inspectors, 
both Native and Englixh, has been materially 
increased, and resideat English jadges have 
been provided in all the provincial centres 
except Keneh. 

On the other hand, a great desl remains to 
be accomplished, before there can be any lull 
in the activity of this Ministry. Farther re- 
vison of parts of the Penal Code and of the 
Code of Criminal Procedure are mach required, 
and will be undertaken, as opportanity admitr. 
Civil Procedare, too, is in urgent need of ac- 
celeration and simplification. The general 
composition of Courts calls for reconsideration, 
in the direction of reducing the number of 
judges required, both ‘n first inatance and 
appeal. Notably the question of the feasibility 
of two jadge Courts for misdemeanonr appeals, 
and that of materially extending the civil first 
instance competence of the Sammary Judges 
merit examination. The gradaal extension of the 
penal jarisjiction of Markaz Tribunals must 
also be considered, in the near fatare; nor 
should the possibility of conferring some civil 
jarisdiction on them be lost sight of. 

In the way of procedure, some means must 
be sought for checking the present plethora of 
police prosecutions in petty cases — notably 
as regards trampery charges of hart or insult. 

As regards the Mehkemehs, even in default 
of greatly needed radical and organic changes, 
something may be done to improve matters in 
the way of regulating the execution of jadg- 
ments, reorgauising the present condact of 
work and distribution of Courts,and improving 
the calibre of the fatare personnel by the insti- 
tation of the proposed training Coilege for 
Cadis and Mehkemeli clerks. It may perhaps, 
also, prove possib‘e to effect some modifications 
in the procedure in suite relating to Wakfa, 
which will giva suitors greater guarantees of 
justice than they at present possess. 

‘'he above is only a brief and incomplete 
outlineof the more urgent improvements req uir- 
ed in matters relating solely to native affairs. 
It there be incladed a certain namber of legis- 
lative or administrative reforms affecting 
Europeans, constantly demanded by the public 
—such as a law of copyright, patents and 
trade-marks - and some of which are, it may 
be hoped, imminent—such as the proposed 
reorganisation of the Registry Offices, under 
the direct control of the Ministry of Justice, it 
will be seen that the programme is quite suffi- 
cient to occapy the Department for some time 
to come. 


The Native Tribunals. 


On this subject the Adviser elsewhere re- 
marks :— 

In general, I have little to add to what I 
have said tor the last few years about the 
Native Tribunals. 1 believa that they are grad- 
aally and steadily improving, all along the 
line. No doubt decisions ard sentences ind‘ca- 
ting a deplorable lack of intelligence, and some- 
times of even ordinary common senée, are sti!l 
by no means rare, and give rise, when they 
occar, to angry comment on the part of Earo- 
peans. Ba‘ the vast bulk of the jadicial oatpat 
of the Native Bench ia very fairly satisfactory, 
and increasingly so, year by year. A strong 
Native ju liciary anda sound system of justice, 
inan Oriental country, cannot te bailt up ina 
day, and in such matters the twenty odd years 
of the Occupation am :unt to little more. Those 
who have watched the work of some of the 
Aseiza Courts this summer, composed, by 
reason of vacatio : arrangements, exolusiv3ly of 
Native Judges, have certainly no grounds for 
discouragement. Iudeed, it has been a soarce 
of considerable satisfaction to them, and I 
consider that it farnishes a most hopefal 
augory fr the fatare. 
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EGYPTIAN ART. 


Sir William Richmond, who is delivering a 
series of lectures at the Royal Academy on 
“The Evolation of Soulpture—Egypt and 
Greace,” referred in his penultimate lectare 
to the art of the Theban empires, and said it 
was an open qaestion whether the Greeks, 
who are known to have inhabited Egyptas 
ear'y as 2500 B.c., ever saw the inside of 
she early ‘heban tombs, though they were 
well acqnainted with the outside. 

Aa for the or'gin of Hellenic art, continued 
he lecturér, it has yat to be proved that 
it was Hellenic. It is easy to trace the in- 
‘uence on it cf the Assyrians, from «hom 
vas learnt tho art of relief, but while Egyot- 
‘ian art nndoultedly excited emulation, much 
ot the finest of it, familiir to ous, was unknown 
to the Greeks,

EGYPT'S TRADE. 


AMERICAN IMPORTS. 


— oe 


Mr. Morgan, of the American Diplomatic 
Agency and Consulate General at Cairo, in his 
recently published Consalar Report on Egypt- 
ian trade, makes the following remarks on 
Americav imports to Egypt :— 

“I was pleased to notice recently large 
arrivals of American-made furniture. The 
erotwhile cheap veneered article js rapidly 
being replaced by that made of solid wood, 
and itis my opinion tbat American mann- 
factuiers can more than hold their own here 
both for quality and price. 

“In iron manafactares the United States 
continaes on the down grade in imports to 
Egypt. The director of an establishment opened 
a short time ago for trade in exclusively Ame- 
rican manufactures was compelled to abandon 
the business, and is now. the head of a new 
company importing British machinery only. 
The American manufacturer in this instance 
lost more than his trade ; he lost experience 
and influence. He has secured for himself, 
however, & very powerfal opposition to any 
farther extension of his trade in Egypt. 

“The petroleam market was lost some years 
ago for reasons very similar for the loss of the 
machinery market. Owing to the troubles in 
the soath of Rassia large consignments of 
Awerican petroleum have been ordered for 
Egypt, bat with the restarting of work in 
Rassia the Batoum oil will again come in, 
though it is agreed by all that American oil 
is far soperior on all points. It is merely 
a question of onforming to imperative local 
conditions whether our markets are to be ex- 
tended here. It is quite trae that the ex- 
perience of the American exporter in Egypt 
has not always been of the happiest, but from 
carefal inqairies made there can be no doubt 
that great carelessness and want of judgment 
were exhibited in the choice of agents. Pre- 
posterous claims were made for shortages and 
breakages ; losses were incurred through bank- 
roptcies, but all this was years ago.” 


THE DEIR EL BAHARI SHRINE. 


The discovery by Messrs. Naville and 
Carrelly of a shrine of the goddess Hathor at 
Deir el Bahari, containing a life-size figare of 
the cow-goddess atill erect in her miniature 
temple, is of great value for the stady of the 
success achieved by Egyptian sculptors, or mo- 
dellers, in delineating the animal figure when, 
as it would undoubtedly have been in this case, 
a considerable expense was incurred in procar- 
ing the very best work that the artists of the 
age could prodace. But more important still it 
is anticipated will prove the reliefs with which 
the shrine walla are decorated for increasing 
our kaowledge of the earlier formsof the Hathor 
cult. 

As the myth of Horus is recounted upon the 
late Ptolemaic temple of Edfou, so is the story 
of Hathor gtaven and painted upon the 
similar temple at Dendera. At Deir el Bahari 
we shall now have an earlier recension of the 
atoty. The cow deity Hathor has of course been 
found depicted with precisely the same attri- 
bates, and asin her newly-found image having 
the same disc, probably indicating the noctur. 
nal sun in the nether world,surmounted by two 
feathers between her horns, and shown as just 
stepping forth from some papyrus reeds, gene- 
rally, however; also emerging from the moun- 
tain of the west. A drawing, of her in this 
iconographic form may be found in M. Panl 
Pierret’s ‘‘Panthéon Egyptien” (page 52). In at 
least one case, a copy of which is given in 
Langone’s Disionario di Mitologia Egizia (plate 
I1),the disois placed upon the head of & hawk- 
heade i deity (moat likely Horus) who is seated 
between the horns. Lanz>ne calls this form of 
Hathor Aha, bat in several representations she 
wears the Hathor capital symbol as a pectoral 
orpament. 

As Ha‘hor received the evening sun to be in 
her keeping until morn, so she gave birth to 
the risiny san and therefore is frequently shown 
nursing # child, Horus the san god, or his 
earthly :epresentative the Pharaoh. By many 
texts the attributes of highest divinity are 
awarded her. For instance, at Ipsamboul an 
inscription says, ‘“Hathor is the Great One who 
has given birth to all the Gods,” and at Dendera 
she ia called the “Uniqae One,” the word used 
being ua t in the feminine form.The rear of th. 
Deir el Babari shrine abats on the western hi:! 
and Hathor was ssid to dwell in ths moutain 
of tha west aud is shown in a sort of cave or 
cleft of it receiving the setting sup.

*A CLASSICAL ARABIC GRAMMAR. 


Mr. Reynold A. Nicholson has rendered a 
great service to all students of classical Arabio 
by editing the late Mr. Frederico du Pre 
Thornton's Eiementary Arabic Grammar. When 
a writer of erudition, who is very quick at 
langnages, makes Arabic an almost life-long 
study, the frait of his labours is sure to be 
of a high degree of excellence. This book. 
which is intended for students who can read 
the langasage — for the transliteration is 
almost completely omitted, was previnusl: 
printed for private circulation only, and, as 
the editor tells us, was added to and corrected. 
Considering the width 2f its scope and the 
convenience of its siz9, we have no hesitation 
in warmly recommending it to all those who 
wish to learn this beautiful but difficult tongue. 
Wright’s grammar is one of the very best of 
classical Arabic, aud this abridgement is 
gartainly sufficient for all practical purpose. 
Iadeed, the stadent who masters this little 
book will possess a knowledge of Arabic gram 
mar more than is required by the resident or 
the official in Egypt, un'ess he with to g 
still deeper into the sabjec: when he w 1 ' ave 
to study exha:stive works mostly in the~ 
native Arabic garb. 

This book is one of four, perhaps eve" five 
volumes, the rest being reading-books intended 
to afford examples in illustration of the rales 
of the grammar. The idea is certainly excellent, 
and the examples cited in this part, all of 
which are quotations from the Koran, are the 
best possible on account of the parity and 
excellence of the langaage in which the Sacred 
Book of the Mchamedans is written.

ARMY AND NAVY. 


(FROM OUR CORRESPONDENNT). 


a 


London, March 3. 

Captain F, G. Poole, D.8.0., East Yorkshire 
Regiment, now serving with the Egyptian 
Army, and who has just been promoted to bis 
captaincy in the gallant ‘‘Snappers,” has had a 
varied career. A Kent man by birth, his fad 
has been foreign travel and he has seen a lot 
of the world. He was gazetted to the East 
Yorks, from Sandhurst, in 1892. and from 
1896 te 1899 he was employed in the British 
Central Africa Protectorate, and shared in the 
expeditions againat Chilwa and Mpezeni (medal 
with clasp), saw farther service in the troubles 
in Northern Rhodasia, and was in China during 
the Boxer troubles. During that very trying 
petiod he was in the besieged Legations of 
Peking and commanded the volunteers of all 
nationalities which helped to hold the place. 
He was wounded during the defence of the 
Legations, and afterwards was a Staff officer of 
the China Field Force, and combined the duties 
ot Transport officer with that of interpreter, he 
being a very able Chi-ese scholar (mentioned in 
despatches, D.8.0., medal with clasp). Captain 
Poole, who for the past three yeara hes ben 
attached to the Khe live’s army, has written a 
bit on foraign travel, and he has the honour of 
being a Fellow of the Royal Geographical 
Society. 


Captain P. M. Dove, Sherwond Foresters, 
has been formally seconded for service with 
the E, yptian Amy. 


The Royal Berkshire Regimant has lost the 
services of Lieutenant A. W. Norris, attached 
to the ist Battalion at Dublin, ard latterly 
émployed with the Gold Coast Rsgiment of 
the West African Frontier Force. Mr. Norris 
has resigned his commission after less than six 
years’ service. 

The order for the Dilwara to leave South- 
ampton with reitforcing dratts for regiments 
in South Africa has been rescinded and the 
Assaye, arriving h: me from India on March 8 
with horce and field batteries, will take out 
the South African drafts, leaving Southampton 
on March :6. 

The new cruiser Doke of Edinburgh-will be 
commissioned at Devoaport on March 13 to 
relieve the cruiser Essax in the Second Cruiser 
Sqoadron. The Essex will pay off at Devon- 
port on» March 19. 

The “Standard” says that since the Atlantio 
Fleet and Second Cruiser Squadron have been 
based at Gibraltar the importance of th3 arsenal 
has vastly increased. The dock-yard work has 
gone up tosuch an extent that 3.000 Spaniards 
are now employed in ths yard. But the rewoval 
of the ships from British bases has caused a 
large redaction of staff at the home ports, and 
over 5,000 of the men were discharge from 
Portsmouth, Devonport, Chatham, and Pem 
broke last year, with the result that there 
has been mach distress in the dockyard towns 
this winter. In many quarters there is a strong 
feeling that unemployed British dockyard men 
should be sent to Gibraltar, and the Spaniards 
discharged—partioularly as the Spanish work- 
men are apt to learn: things which oaght to 
remain secret to Great Britain, ani as many 
diecharged Englishmen have been driven to 
America and Germany, carrying those secrets 
with them. 


MOSLEMS AND THE KAISER. 


Dr. Dillon writes in the ‘Contemporary” an 
“the policy of the Kaiser as it has been dis: 
played at Algeciras. His Majesty’s policy, 
Dr. Dillon writes, is a modification, as well 
as a sharpening, of that of Bismarck. 

The Enperor's first Chancellor, despite the 
wonderfal ease of conscience with which he 
was wont to adopt effective messores to attain 
his ends, draw a line where Wilhelm II. 
draw; none. Bismarck, for example, never 


excased, still less defended, the Turks when 


they took to killing Christians en masse. On 
the other hand, he did materially assist the 
Bulgarians in their struggle for freedom. 
Again, he never made any alliance, real or 
formal, with tha Saltan, for whom h» felt 
and expressed scant respect. The Kaiser, on 
“fhe contrary, hasdone that, and much more 
than that He now has two M- hamedan 
clients :; the Saltan of Turkey and the Sultan 
of Moroe20, who both look to him to per- 
petuate Islam in a world in which it isan 
anachroniem. He is thought of in the Orient 
as polygamist in the sphere of ideas, a 
man who can love and espouse several causes 
even when they seem-to conflict one with the 
other. But the Kaiser is a shrewd politician 
withal. In his dealings with countries not 
yet opened up he is wisely resolved to re- 
frain from taking territory, to abstain from 
oftering advice contenting himself with com- 
mercial and indastrial concessions. They form, 
so to say, the ove thing needtul ; everything 
else will be superadded to the ration that has 
there. 

The moral for England, looking at what 
bas cecurred with regard to Frnce, is, “Fore: 
warned, forearmed.”
